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ICC introduces mai _ x 
Schools 


of Academics 


Itawamba Community College has launched an 
innovative determination of majors method de- 
signed to enable students to connect better with their 
selected field of study as well as with their cohorts in 
the same area. 

All academic majors at ICC are now being grouped 
into schools,which are tailored to the institution to 
which students plan to transfer or career fields in 
which they wish to work, according to Dr. Michelle 
Sumerel, vice president of instructional services. 

In addition, this transition creates strong cohorts 
of students within the schools to provide peer sup- 
port and more intensive preparation for college and 
career success. 

Sumerel said that ICC is the only community col- 
lege in the state that uses the Schools of reference; 
however, others are utilizing a similar approach. 

ICC schools include arts, business, both career 
and general education, general studies, health sci- 
ences, health-related, humanities, legal studies and 
STEM, Sumerel said. Division chairs or selected fac- 
ulty have been designated as points of contact for 
each area. 

Sumerel said that about four years ago, ICC’s 
Business Division, under the leadership of Dr. Edana 
Nail, began its conversion to a School of and has 
served as a model for this initiative. The pilot pro- 
gram, which continues to serve as a pathway from 
orientation to graduation, has been extremely suc- 
cessful, Nail said. “We have seen tremendous growth 
in majors and graduation rates, which has allowed 
us to expand by offering internship opportunities 
starting in the spring semester. We have also devel- 
oped a multipurpose lounge to serve as a collabora- 
tive space to be used for purposes such as meetings 
with industry partners, school of business 
events/presentations and peer tutoring.” Nail em- 
phasized that the center includes expanded technol- 
ogy to enable students to work with each other as 
well as on research projects. “We are giving the stu- 
dents a real collegiate experience and a seamless 
transition to either a university or to the workforce.” 
Nail said that several local schools have reached out 
to tour ICC’s business department as a result of the 
transition. “We are connecting with workforce, in- 
dustry and students quicker, which is incredible.” 

“The division into schools will be especially bene- 
ficial to those students who are underprepared or 
struggling and repeating courses because through 
the ACCESS initiative, ICC will provide the tools nec- 
essary to be successful in college,” Sumerel said. The 
first semester for the ACCESS student will focus on 
writing, reading comprehension, computer skills, the 
college experience and an introduction to their 
prospective schools. - See Schools, page eight.

Itawamba Community Col- 
leges fall enrollment has in- 
creased even during turbulent 
economic times, according to fig- 
ures released recently by the Mis- 
sissippi Community College 
Board. 

With full-time enrollment be- 
ginning at more than 4,700 and 
an increase in credit hours, the in- 
crease equates to 1.3 percent. 

The increase is determined by 
comparing enrollments for the 
2021 and 2022 fall semesters. In 
August, ICC opened Magnolia 
Hall, a state-of-the-art residence 
for honors students and student 
leaders at the Fulton Campus, 
which accommodates 246 addi- 
tional students, and an increased 
emphasis has been placed on stu- 
dent activities, said ICC President 
Dr. Jay Allen. 

“This is very exciting news, 
since the increases are in head- 
count, full-time equivalencies and 
credit hours and places us on an 
upward trend to pre-pandemic en- 
rollment,” Allen said. “The in- 
crease in the number of students 
that ICC is serving is significant 


because we have additional oppor- 
tunities to provide a solid educa- 
tional foundation and the best 
start for those in our five-county 
district and beyond.” 

“Statistics show that the more 
students are engaged on campus, 
the more successful they will be in 
the classroom,” according to ICC 
Vice President of Student Services 
Dr. Brad Boggs. “Having an at- 
tractive, comprehensive student 
activities program plays a major 
role in attracting students to at- 
tend ICC and subsequently an op- 
portunity to retain students once 
they enroll.” Boggs credited ICC 
Coordinator of Student Activities 
Taylor Tutor with building a stu- 
dent activities program for all 
three locations - Fulton, Tupelo 
and Belden - by listening to ICC’s 
students and staff and providing 
programs/events that are of inter- 
est to all. 

In comparison to all other 
higher education options in the 
state, both public and private, ICC 
has the second lowest cost of tu- 
ition and fees combined. 

While the updated enrollment 
figures include online, academic

and career education classes, it 
does not include workforce totals, 
which are not measured on a se- 
mester basis, Allen said. 

“Because of the dedication of 
ICC’s faculty and staff, our Board 
of Trustees and external funding 
support, we continue to provide 
an affordable and quality option, 
which has been documented by 
WalletHub in its consistent rank- 
ing of ICC as among the leaders in 
the state and the naming of ICC as 
a top 25 semifinalist for the pres- 
tigious Aspen Prize,” Allen said. 

“In addition, the work of our re- 
cruiters, enrollment services divi- 
sion and community relations 
team has contributed to the in- 
crease in enrollment.” 

Allen also noted that data from 
the Institutions of Higher Learn- 
ing shows that ICC produces more 
graduates that when they attend 
any of the state’s eight universi- 
ties, they generate the second 
highest number of bachelor’s de- 
grees by transfer students. They 
also graduate with a higher GPA 
than the student who started at 
the university. - See Enrollment

Transferring? 
Here’s what to do

Students who are transferring at the end of the fall 
semester can receive their transcripts online at ICC’s 
website, www.iccms.edu, under the admissions link, 
according to Rachel Steele, director of admissions 
and registrar. 

There is a $10 fee. 

Transcripts are important, Steele said, because 
they show all official records of student perform- 
ance: major, courses taken, degree and cumulative 
grade point average. 

Steele noted that they are used for scholarships or 
college transfer. 

“Students should check with the college where 
they plan to transfer for the transcipt deadline as 
soon as possible,” Steele said. In addition, they 
should contact ICC’s Admissions office to see if there 
are holds or other issues on their account that could 
possibly restrict the release of the transcript. 

If there are no holds or other issues, the transcript 
will be sent within 24 hours. 

Students should remember that final grades are 
not included on a transcript issued before the end of 
the semester. After final grades are submitted, a sec- 
ond and final transcript will be required. Even 
though students graduate in December, they are still 
able to particpate in the 2023 May commencement 
ceremony. 


Adult Learner Scholarship 
Application 
deadline nears

Jan. 15 is the deadline for the Adult Learner 
Scholarship for those enrolling in the 2023 spring 
semester at Itawamba Community College. 

To apply for the scholarship, students must be 21 
years of age or older and enrolling in classes to pur- 
sue a degree. Full-time recipients, who are enrolled 
in a minimum of 12 hours, will receive $2,000 ($500 
per semester), and part-time recipients, who are en- 
rolled in a minimum of six hours, will receive $1,000 
($250 per semester). 

The Adult Learner scholarship must be used in 
consecutive semesters. Eligibility must begin the 
first semester of attendance and cannot be used 
more than once. It is for students who begin enroll- 
ment for the 2023 spring term. 

Day and evening, academic, career education, 
eLearning and workforce classes are available in Ful- 
ton, Tupelo and Belden.

2021 Community College Report Card 

Itawamba Community College recently published its 2021 Report 
Card, which is made available by the College in compliance with House 
Bill No. 1071 approved during the 2010 Mississippi Legislative session. 
The bill created an Education Achievement Council, which was estab- 
lished to set educational achievement goals for institutions of higher 
learning and community colleges in the state and to assist in monitor- 
ing progress toward those goals. 

The Community College Report Card, designed to reflect the unique 
mission of community colleges, includes metrics on student enroll- 
ment; completion, success, retention, progress and remediation; work- 
force training; high school equivalency and adult education services. 

The results in the 2021 Report Card demonstrate achievement for 
Itawamba Community College. ICC ranked higher than the state total 
percentage based on figures for 2020-21 in student success measures 
of university parallel, Associate of Arts degree and Associate of Applied 
Science degrees conferred per 100 full-time enrollment; total student 
success; retention; first-time, part-time and full-time progression rates 
and placement of Career and Health Science graduates. Workforce 
Training generated 65,057 contact hours of training or 21 percent of 
the state total with 13,168 enrollments as well as awarded 588 National 
Career Readiness Certificates. The adult education program awarded 
106 high school equivalency certificates and enrolled 399 in adult basic 
services,which is nine and nine percent respectively of the statewide 
totals. The adult education program also had a 53.4 percent measur- 
able skills attainment.

Attending college is a big step. 
Students 
stress and depression. One of the 


experience anxiety, 
primary reasons is classwork. 

Every student wants to attain 
honors, but it takes hard work and 
dedication. Most strive for not 
only an ‘A’ on their final exams, 
but also on their final grades. 

In order to make success hap- 
pen, Nathan Ward, director of in- 
structional support, has a few tips. 

The first step in being prepared 
for an exam, he said, is not to pro- 
crastinate. 

“Do it now,” Ward said. “When 
we wait to the last minute, we 
don’t give ourselves any margin 
for things that might come up. 
You might get sick. You might 
have a flat tire. You might get in- 
vited to something fun, and you 
can’t do it because you waited 
until the last minute. The earlier 
the better, and it also helps pre- 
vent text anxiety.” 


Students tend to delay studying 


because they want to go out with 


family and friends, Ward said. 
“That is very important, but it is 
also vital to make time for study.” 

The second step is note taking, 
Ward said. “We miss a huge 
studying opportunity when we 
don’t take notes in class. If you 
take notes, you're studying in 
class. It helps you to remember 
important information. If you 
process this information well 
while it’s being presented, it will 
be easier to remember when 
you're studying outside of the 
class.” Sometimes note taking can 
be boring, but at the same time, it 
helps. 

The third step is how to prepare 
for exams. According to Ward, 
“Put the phone away! Set a timer 
for 25 minutes. Don’t get up. Don’t 
study anything but that one sub- 
ject. Take a five-minute break to 
walk around and come back for 
another 25 minutes.” 

Cell phones can be a huge dis- 
traction to study. Once the phone 
dings, students are eager to click 
through social media accounts. 


Therefore, it is very important to 
ensure that cellular devices are 
nowhere in sight. 

The fourth step, Ward said, is 
consistency. Students must be 
consistent in their study. “Motiva- 
tion is big. If a student is not mo- 
tivated to do well, it’s hard to want 
to do well. It will open doors. The 
more you succeed, the harder you 
work. Quitting is going to close 
doors. Keep going because you 
will never know how that hard 
work will pay off.” 

Long nights of studying can be 
overwhelming, Ward said. “De- 
cide when you're going to study. 
Not all of your tests will be on the 
same day. If a student has an Eng- 
lish test on Monday and math on 
Wednesday, study for the English 
test first. Break them up. Focus on 
what’s due first.” 

Ward said that following these 
four tips will help students avoid 
stress at exam time or any time. 

Take it slow, he advises, and 
focus on what is important at that 


time.

said.

The Housing office rolled exist- 
ing residence hall students over to 
the spring semester Nov. 29, and 
students have been assigned to 
their existing rooms for the 2023 
spring semester. 

Students who will not return 
should notify the Housing office 
by email so that charges can be re- 
moved. 

Checking out officially must 
occur within 12 hours of the last 
exam, according to Stanfield.

Coach Sean Cannon has stepped down as head 


coch of ICC’s football team, as shared in a college an- 


nouncement. 


The 25-year coaching veteran helped lead ICC to 


a 40-38 overall record (30-23 in conference play) 


during his nine seasons as head coach. The Indians 


advanced to the 2015 playoffs and earned a share of 
the North Division title in 2014, 17 and 19, but 


missed the playoffs due to the conference tiebreaker 


rules. 


In 2014, Cannon was named the 11th head coach 


in the history of the Indians’ football program. He 


had spent the previous four seasons as the program’s 


defensive coordinator and assistant head coach 


under Coach Jon Williams.
